as an aid to them in the formulation and implementation of foreign 
policy in the Department.

IV. Functions of the Office of the Director. The Office of the 
Director shall be responsible for directing and coordinating the work 
of the component Divisions of the Office. The office of the Director 
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of ORI shall include an Intelligence Coordination Staff which shall be 
responsible, amcng other things, for (l) keeping continually informed 
as to the current and probable future Intelligence needs of the policy 
and operating offices of the Department, to Insure that such needs are 
aitlci pated and met to the fullest extent possible, and that priorities 
established for intelligence work reflect the comparative needs of the 
various officials and Offices of the Department; (2) mainta ining a con- 
tinuing review of work In progress and of the research and repo rting 
programs of each ORI Division; (3) advising the Dire ctor of OKI to 
the subjects and areas of research which should be initiated, emphasised 
or abandoned in order best to utilise the resources of uRI for th e bene- 
fit of the Department as a whole, and (jj reviewing each ORI report to 


insure that It meets the needs of the officials by whom it will be used 
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The Dire ctor of ORI shall k eep the Directors of the policy a nd 
operating Offices of the department Informed of research projects and 
other studies being conducted -In OSS, to the end that full op D ort"n<+y 
shall exist for discussion, coament and advice to OKI fro m the policy 
and operating Offices. In any case in ernlch ORI reports shall have 
been requested by, or shall be intenoed for, the Secretary or the 
Under Secretary, such reports shall be fonrarded through the policy 
or operating Office having primary Interest In the subject matter . 

It shall be the responsibility of the birector d 031 and the 
Directors of the respective policy and operating Offices to insur e 
by cooperative action that any duplication and overlapping of activi- 
ties shall be eliminated. Subject to mutual agreement betireen the 
Director of ORI and the Directors of policy and operatlor Offices , 

ORI research personnel may be detailed to policy and operating 
Offices to serve the day to day needs of such Offices for intelligence 
research, to assist in the planning of research for the benefit of 
anch Offices and to perforg such other Intelligence and research 
services as can be performed more effectively in the policy and opera t- 
ing Offices than In ORI. 
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
